TAXING FOREIGN CAPITAL. 


The Supreme Court of tbe United 


States ia hitting capitalistic combina- 
tions gome hard blows. On Monday it 
banded down an opinion sustaining 
tbe IHW of the State of New York tak- 
ing foreign capital. It appears that 
the Legislature of that State passed an 
Act levying a tax on all outside oorpo 
rations in proportion to tbe capital 
employed in tbut State. Comptroller 
Kobin-on complied with tbe terms of 
the law BUI) u Chlc'igo drug 9rin hav- 
ing B brauoh houee iu 
New York 


brought .nil' to test its constitutional- 
ity. 
Tha Uw wiis sustained in tbe 


SUte Courts, but involving a question 
between citizens of different States 
was carried to the Supreme Court Of 
the United States. That tribunal has 
now affirmed tbe opinion of the lower 
courts. Justices Uarlau and Browu 


Ting decision is far-reaching and may 


lead to similar enactments by other 
States. Haviug originated in New York, 
tbe assertion is barred that smacks of 
any disposition to ba anjnst to capital. 
Apparently tbe purpose of the Act is 
to compel people from other States to 
hear the proportionate burden of taxa- 
tion, snob as is borne by citizens of tbe 
State in which the business is trans- 
acted. The principle is a just one, but 
its practical operation is evaded. An 
illustration will make the point clear. 
There are drug houses in Colorado 
which pay their State, county, city and 
scbool taxes. 
Suppose this Chicago 


house, wbicb bad set up a branch in 
New York, should also set up a branch 
in Colorado. It would evade taxes in 
Colorado on tbe ground that it paid 
taxes in Illinois. la Chicago it would 
tiet up the plea that as its business, or 
n portion of the same, was in Colorado, 
It was not subject to the tax laws of 
Illinois. lu this manner it would dodge 
a goodly proportion of tbe taxes I) 
ought to pay. Tbe New York law is 
intended to put n stop to this practice 
and compel all outside corporations 
iloiug business in that State to pay 
taxes, as do the citizens theieof, iu pro- 
portion to tbe capital employed. 


Justice Harlan remarked in,- a dis- 


senting opinion that the law would 
"act as a protective tariff" for the State 
enacting it. If outside corporations 
were taxed a higher percentage than 
1 ooal corporations this would bo I rue, 
but tbii method or taxation is pro- 
hibited by tbe State and National Oon 
stittttions. The principle of tha law la 
that if a corporation has, s<ty, $1,000,- 
000 capital and does business in I no 
different States, employing one-tenth 
of its capital in each State, it shouH 
pay taxes on $100,000 each in State. This 
is no discrimination against capital. 
It is merely compelling one class of 
capital to bear its just proportionate 
share of the burdens ot government, 
the same as apotber class. — Rocky 
J/bimtotn

The Heliograph. 


With all its superiority in distances 


the heliograph is too uncertain for sole 
reliance. A passing cloud is sufficient 
io interrupt tbe clearest signals, per- 
aaps in the critical moment of a battle, 
or a sun haze may render invisible the 
rays from the largest mirror, so that at 
any time without a clear atmosphere 
the system is useless. 


It is not known that the heliographic 


system has ever been in use on ship- 
board, and the sea service has nothing 
for daylight signaling that approaches 
Its accomplishment in dry atmospheres. 
For night service at sea the flashlight 
appears to be the best system of signal- 
ing in all weathers, though on rare oc- 
casions the long beam of tbe electric 
searchlight thrown up on the sky has 
proved effective for communication 
when it was possible by no other means. 
An instance of such use was reported a 
few years ago by two British ships, 
which while on opposite sides of a high 
promontory nine miles in width opened 
communication with each other by 
means of dot and dash flashes on the 
sky from their searchlights.—Lippin- 
cott's.

The Czar Nicholas' visit to Windsor

when the Duke of Wellington lost con- 
trol of himself. He did it at a review 
before the queen, her imperial guest, 
and the royal family, when, contrary to 
his orders, issued for the queen's con- 
venience, the guns were fired. The hero 
of a hundred fights stormed in "a most 
violent manner." 


When the prince tried to pacify him 


by saying it was doubtless a mistake, 
ho replied: "It is very good of your 
royal highness to excuse it, but there 
should be no mistakes. Military order* 
should be punctually obeyed, and so 
long as I command the army they shall 
be obeyed 1" The emperor was astonish- 
ed, and the suits looked at each other 
with blank faces, while the artillery
